To see if the Town wi!l authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate, acquired by Tax 
collector’s deed; said authority to continue in effect until next 
Town Meeting. 
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Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to accept $2 ,000 .00 
in trust as provided in the will of the late Joe W. Bean for the 
following purposes: the income to be used for the care and up- 
keep of the Bean (Joe and Abram) lot and the Phineas Richard- 
son lot in the cemetery at East Lempster, New Hampshire 
and for the care and upkeep of the grounds around the Soldiers’ 
Monument (or common) at East Lempster. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to accept $500.00 
from James McV. Breed, as a trust fund, the interest to be 
used for the care of the Gilman Breed Lot in the Cemetery 
at East Lempster, N. H 


“Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to accept $300.00 
in trust from the Estate of Rosa M. Schrenk, the interest to 
be used for the care of the Schrenk Lot. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one-hundredth of one percent of the assessed 
valuation of the Town of Lempster for the Dartmouth-Lake 
Sunapee Region Association for the purpose of promoting and 
publicizing the natural advantages of the town together with 
other towns in the region, the sum of $28.87. 


Article 28. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the Fire Company.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Schoo! Board and Citizens of Lempster, I herewith 
submit my second annual report as Superintendent of Schools: 


The citizens of Lempster may well re-evaluate their educa- 
tional system at this time. There are two teachers attempting 
to teach four grades each in buildings which have outlived their 
usefulness. They are in need of considerable repair and would 
still be inadequate if money and effort were spent to alter them. 


The very fact that a capital reserve fund has been started 
indicates that citizens are aware of the need to provide better 
facilities. [ commend you for this action. In my opinion, we 
cannot wait until enough money is accumulated under this 
plan to build a new school. We must think of the present 
boys and girls who need the best possible education as well 
as those in the future. 


To provide for a new school building, I feel that it would be 
wise, in terms of ability, to borrow and, especially in terms of 
good educational planning, to combine with Goshen in the 
building program. 


The number of pupils in the two school districts would provide 
two grades per teacher. This would create some competition 
within a grade which is educationally sound. It would help to 
unite the boys and girls of the two communities, and prohably 
encourage cooperation on the part of the citizens. This is 
vitally important in our country today. We must plan and 
work together to survive. It would help to make the music, 
art, dramatics, physical education and hot lunch programs 
more effective. 


I recommend that you accept the plans of the building com- 
mittees, who have cooperated with the schoo! boards, and vote 
to form a cooperative school district. This would provide for 
the selection of a committee to present final details of the build- 
ing and financing. If you are still in doubt, there is opportunity 
to postpone or vote for other arrangements. 


The “‘committee’’ and your superintendent are in agreement 
that the tentative building specifications are sufficient to meet 
our needs, and that the tax rate will not be increased beyond 
the ability of the taxpayers. There have been many hours 
spent on the problems involved, and we believe that we are 
asking only for the essential elements needed for a good teach- 
ing and learning environment.

I wish to commend the teachers for their efforts to provide 
the stimulus which encourages boys and girls to help them- 
selves. Accepting the physical handicaps, and trying to im- 
prove educational training by taking extension courses, is 
difficult at best, but even more so when attempting to teach 
four or five grades at one time. 


[ especially wish to thank the members of the school board for 
their cooperation and support. I am especially looking forward 
to the job of completing a building program which will enable 
me to give more attention to helping teachers to teach pupils 
more effectively.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


Good health has been defined as ‘‘a state of complete physical, 
mental and social well-being and the foundation of joyous, 
zestful living’. This is the goal for which we are striving in 
our school health program. 


Our school health program is carried out through the co- 
operation of the state, the local administrative staff of the 
schools, the teaching personnel, the parents, the pupils and the 
school nurse. 


Our first concern is for the physical well-being of our child- 
ren. The chid who has some physical defect, no matter how 
minor, and is not given the benefit of needed medical care, 
certainly cannot be the happy child we would like him to be. 


Routine inspections which are conducted in every school by 
your schoo! nurse serve as a screening. These inspections 
consist of heights, weights, general condition, appearance, 
vision and hearing tests. If any defect is observed, a notice is 
sent home to the parents of the child. These notices in no way 
serve a diagnostic purpose. Your school nurse reports symp- 
toms only. <A reply to the notice, by the parents, is most 
desireable. If no reply is made, or if the parents request the 
nurse’s assistance, she in turn makes a home visit to determine 
how she mav best assist the parents in obtaining care for the 


child. 


Many organizations--federal, state, and local service organiza- 
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tions--stand ready to help in providing the necessary care for 
our children. If financial assistance is needed for eye care, 
service organizations such as the Rotary and Lion’s Club are 
very generous and helpful. The Sight Conservation Program, 
which is sponsored by the State Department of Public Welfare, 
is also available. Our same service organizations are also very 
interested in our hearing difficulties. There again, state assist- 
ance is available through the Crippled Children’s Services. If 
the loss of hearing is due to a congenital abnormality which 
may be corrected, Crippled Children’s Services will authorize 
treatment. Funds for hearing aids are not available through 
this service. We are dependent upon the N. H. Hearing So- 
ciety, welfare agencies and service organizations for assistance 
in the purchase of hearing aids 


In the case of the retarded child or the child who has great 
difficulty in adjusting himself to school and his environment, 
the Child Guidance Clinic, under Dr. Philbrick, is available as a 
diagnostic clinic. 


These are only a few of the many agencies which stand ready 
to assist our children whenever the need arises. They assume 

a share in the responsibility of keeping our children healthy, 
rs and well-adjusted. 


The cooperation of each one of us is the important factor in 
the success of our health program. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank each one of you for your 
interest and your help in carrying out this important program.

The School Building Committee working with the members 
of the School Board for the past year on our School Housing 
problems respectively submit the following 


After meeting with Mr. Paul Farnum, a representative of 
the State Board of Education, several contractors and archi- 
tects with the aid of Mr. Meacham the Supt. of Schools, we find 
that the Town of Lempster is not in a position finantially to 
build a school that will assure our students the education 
that they are entitled to 
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We feel that the best and most economical solution to our 
problem is by the Towns of Lempster and Goshen forming a 
cooperative District. 


This way we find that the building cost can be greatly re- 
duced and many benefits gained by all the grade school students 
including more floor space, uniform heat, more competition, 
two grades per teacher, better lighting and a hot lunch program 
plus adequate playground space and many other benefits. 


Something must be done to avoid a high maintenance cost 
on our present building. We feel that a new school will be a good 
investment for both towns. 


The Committee has been pleased to work on this and we 
hope our suggestions will be seriously considered to solve the 
School Housing problem for our Town.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the School District in the Town of 
Lempster qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Union Hall in said 
district on the ninth day of March, 1954, at one o’clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a member cf The School Board for the 
ensuing year. 


4. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


5. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


6. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board, and fix the compensation of any other officers or agent 
of the district. 


7. To hear the report of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


8. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in re- 
laticn to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


9. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment cf statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to 
be recieved from the state equalization fund, together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 
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10. To see if the school district will vote to petition the 
State Board of Education to become a part of a cooperative 
school district of the region comprising Goshen and Lempster 
to provide for the educational needs and services of all ele- 
mentary and secondary schoo! children. 


11. If the preceding article is adopted, to see if the dis- 
trict will elect two representatives to serve on an Interim Com- 
mittee who shall prepare a financial budget for the operation of 
the proposed cooperative school district, and include in the 
organization warrant an article calling for an appropriation for 
the operation of the proposed cooperative school district during 
the first year and such other items of business as need to be 
acted upon at the organization meeting. 


12. Tosee if the district will vote to authorize the school 
board and committee to continue to investigate present and 
future school needs, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


13. To see if the district will vote to use capital reserve 
funds not in excess of $200 for the preliminary study and sket- 
ches of a proposed school building if the school board and 
committee deem advisable. 


14. To see if the district will vote to accept a gift of one 
hundred dollars ($100) from Lempster Parents’ Club to be add- 
3d to the capital reserve fund. 


15. To see if the district will authorize the school board 
to appropriate receipts from federal lunch reimbursements, 
tuition, gifts, and any other receipts from miscellaneous scources 
in addition to the original appropriation for 1954-55, for the 
lunch program, general expenses, equipment and improvements. 


16. To see if the district will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $1000 as a capital reserve fund for 
the construction, reconstruction or acquisition of school build- 
ings and any land rights necessary, the final purpose to be 
determined by the district at a later meeting; said funds to be 
placed in the custody of the trustees of trust funds and reserved 
for the purpose listed herein. in accordance with the Law of 
1943, Chapter 160, as amended by the Laws of 1945, Chapter 
35, and of 1947, Chapter 8.
